'The In'iuiry Into tho charge aub
mlttad to the department against Ir.

The
resmiialblllty for Ir. llpdloo'a trouble
Is placed entirely upon hi Interpreter,
a Chinaman named Chung, who feari-

ng; punishment upon discovery of his
crimes, (led to Maoao, so aa to eacape
the veiigonco of Dr. Ileillo and the
Chinese government. The Complaint

made against the consulate by the
Chinese gideniment was directed
against Chung a well aa Dr. Dedloe.
but the I willing to
aaaln receive Dr. now that
Chung has been dismissed.
